The communication, filed on 3/8/05, is non-responsive to the prior office action, mailed 1 1/1/04, because proper amendment markings 
have not been used for currently amended claims 1 and 9. For example, the phrase "for interference in" is missing in claim 1, line 1, 
which was present in the previous set of claims without any deletion markings, filed 7/22/04. Claim 1, line 3, adds the phrase 
"wherein said red blood cells . . ."; however, the previous phrase in that position ("wherein the sample") is missing without deletion 
marks. In addition, the word "which" is deleted even though this word was not found in the previous set of claims. Claim 9 is 
missing a comma on line 5 which was not deleted by amendment markings. Proper claim amending without missing words or 
punctuation is requested so that the record can remain clear.
